“Closed July 24 


Tuesday, July 24th was the last 
day for filing petitions for nomin- 
alion for the primary election two 
be held on September 11th. While 
some keen contests are certain 
for state offices, ati!! the election 
at home promises to be a tame 
affair. : 

Merle F, Nellist for prosecuting 
attorney is unopposed in either 
the primary vr the general e¢lec- 
tion that comes ou November 6th. 
Also Sherif Frank Bennett is 
without oppositien for nomination 
dtud re-clection. 

Axel Peterson, democratic can- 
didate for re-election to th;: office 
uf county clerk, has no opposi- 
lion on hw own ticket but will be 
uppused in the general election by 
either E. Lorane Sparkes or John 
LaMotte, whichever-one is elocted 
in the Republican primary tiec- 
tion. 

William berguson, county treas- 
urer, is opposed on his own 
party ticket —reputilican—b y 
Uharlie Gierke and Ernest P, Rich- 
ardson. Clayton D. Straehly is 
ihe candidate on the democratic 
ticket for that office. 

Noiaingting petition for the of- 
fice of county road commissioner 
was filed on the republican ticket 
by Harry W. Souders, the present 
incumbent, This may bring on 
some contention inasmuch as the 
vounty buurd of supervisors in its 
January session voted to take the 
authority for the election of com- 
missioners out of the hands of the 
people and allow the board tu 
select them. An opinion by at- 
torney general O’Brien on the 
matter stated that while not free 
from doubt, he was of the opinion 
that this could be done. However 
the board took it for granted and 
.oted unanimaously ta take away 
the right of election by the peopie 
and usurp the authority to them- 
selves. This question was recall- 
ed at the April meeting of the 
bourd when a resolution to rescind 
the action of the board was pre- 
sented, The vote stood three and 
three as follows: Yeas, Niederer, 
Grayling; Hummeil, Maple Forest, 
and Horton, Frederic. Nays, Caid, 
Lovells; Dyer, South Branch, and 
Love, Beaver Creek, We are not 
informed as to Whether the board 
took more than one vote on the 
resolution in an effort to break 
the tie. As the matter now stands 
the questiun whether the super- 
visors had the right to take this 
matter out of the hands of th 
people, appears controversial and 
miy have to be decided by the 
court. Prosecuting attorney Nel- 
list is of the opinion that the 
county elerk must aceept the fil- 
ing of the petition and that the 
election board, consisting of the 
probate judge, county clerk and 
county treasurer, may determine 
whether the name should be print- 
ed on the ballot. 

A complete:list of all candidates 
for nomination will he published 
in the Avalanche in an early edh- 
tion.

Voters To Pass 
On Six Changes 


Although nearly a score of pro- 
posed changes to the state con- 
stitution were discussed in the 
last few months, only six of the 
propesals have been qualified for 
places on the ballot at the Nov- 
ember election. Five of the ques- 
tions will be submitted to the 
voters after initialory petitions 
bvaring sufficient signatures were 
filed with the Depariment vf 
State. The sixth question was 
ordered on the ballot by the legtis- 


‘ature. The order in which the 
proposal; will appear on the 
baliot and brief summaries fol- 
low: 


1—This provides that all judges 
be elected on non-partisan ballots. 

2—This proposal would reduce 
the gasoline tax from three tw 
Lwa cents and would prohibit the 
legislature front inereasing the 
tux above two cents a gallon. 

S—At the present time the aut- 
mobile weight tax is 33-cents per 


hundredweight. This proposed 
amendment would prohibit the 
legislature from increasing the 
weight tax above the present 
figure. 

4—Reorganization of county 
systema of government along 


plans adopted by the legislature 
or submitted by initiatory peti- 
tion, is provided for in the fourth 
proposal, The amendment would 
permit abolishing any present 
constitutional office upon approval 
of a majority of the voters in u 
county. 

5—This proposed 
would eliminate the ‘uniform 
Taxation” provisions from the 
state constitution and would al- 
low the legislature to enact an 
income tax law. 

6—-This proposs! would = give 
justices of the peace jurisdiction 
in civil casea up to $300 in cities 
of more than 250,000 inbabitants.

Last year the Department plant- 
ed 36,000 Montana grayling from 
the Watersmeet hatchery in the 
middle branch of Ontonagon river 
and an additional planting of 3,600 
fingertings was made in the same 
waters last spring.

The use of motor vehicle haif- 
year license permits is extended 
to September 1 and registration 
of all unlicensed motor vehicles at 
the half-year rate will become ef- 
fective August 1. . 

This announcement was male 
Secretary of State Frank D- 
Fitzgerald after securing spprov- 
al of a majority of the members 
of the legislature. The legislators 
showed clearly they approved of 
both p'ans to provide tax reitet 
for the motorist. 

Not only will this actfon on the 
part of the Department of State 
give relief to the 400,000 motor- 
iste now using the windshield per- 
mite but it will also mean added 
revenue to the state in permitting 
the uninterrupted use of thousands 
of:motor.. vehicles, Many ttou- 
pands of owners have shown that 
they cannot secure 1991 plates by 
August 1. 


The value. of. tax reduction. and, 


tax relief to the motorist ie shown 
by the fact that over 100,000 more 
motor vehicles are licensed for use 
this year than in 1983 and alao by 
the increase in gasoline tax reve- 
nue which, it i estimated, will 
be $1,600,000 more in 1934 than 
in 1988.

FEDERAL RESERVE BOARD. 
FINDS BANKING BETTER 


WASHINGTON, D. €.—A reriow 
by the Federal Reserve Board indf 
cates that the conditlon of operating 
banks, particularly la country dle 
tricta, has impfoved in recent 
months, as shown by the fact that 
these banks have been able to re 
duce thelr Indebtedness to the re 
serve banke, to the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation and to others. 

The July brliettn of the board fn 
discussing these Ondthge says:
